Those animals 
are on the skids. But men are, 
without doubt, here to stay. 

Five new cars, each with 200 
horses of power would equal all 
the live horsepower in Charle- 
voix county. That’s because they 
are only about 1,000 horses lett 
in the county. 


IF you don’t believe us, you 
can run oat and count them. 


These animala are valued at 
about $50,000 and most of them 
were kept because someone 
wanted a horse around. 

You'd be surprised how many 
people go to western movies (or 
watch ’em on that radio with a 
window in it) just to gee the 
horses, They don’t give a hoot 
about the insane plots and the 
acting in many of those horse 
operas. 


These horses have been disap- 
pearing ever since production 
wot underway with the Stanley 
Steamer and Model-T. 


There was a long, hard pull 
involved in replacing dobbin. 
Automobiles of everyrdescrip- 
ton appeared 6n the market— 
everything from three wheelers 
to cars with no opening doors 
next the driver’s seat for fear 
he might fall out. 

Here in Charlevoix county re- 
sidents rode in ‘Stutz Bearcats, 
Brushs, Franklins, Pearce Ar- 
rows, Stanley Steamers, Moons, 
Chandlers and all sorts of fran- 
tic made contraptions produced 
to replace our old friend the 
horse. 

Prices for these horseless 
cariages ran all the way from 
$360 to $10,0000. 


Many of them were driven on- 
ly in the light of day since their 
lighting systems were about 
worthless. Our folks owned an 
Essex and it was as efficient as 
a left handed woman on Monday 
morning, 


But today the average car 
¢contains more light bulbs than 
an average five room house. 
Some current models have an 
average of 20 light bulbs and 
some have as many as 38. 

There were only five or six 
lights in the average machine 
back when Cu) Coolidge was not 
choosing to run—about 13 in the 
1940 models and 16 in the 1946 
cars. 


Today there are percentaga 
wise more farm families owning 
cars than city families. Figure 
that for a moment. 


Ever since the first car ran 
in Charlevoix county there has 
been talk abgut county roads 
They went from dirt to gravel to 
blacktop to pavement. 

And even today, when our 
roads are 1,000 per cent better 
than before, we ar? still disatis- 
fied with many highways. State 
highway men say motorists sim- 
ply will not sit down for gravel 
roads, although present day gra- 
vel roads are a driver's dream 
compared to the early days. 

One sharp edged problem 
which reared up since residents 
tied their horses in the barns, 
has been to find space enough ta 
park. Thirty million people drive 
their cars to work every day. 
That’s in United States, not 
Charlevoix county. What are 
you thinking of, anyway? 


There’s not only a parking 
problem, but on certain days of 
the week the situation ‘calls for 
one's full intelligence to aafely 
cross Main street in East Jordan 
—such has the number of cars 
increased. 


The Draft Dodgera Gazette re- 
ported last month that attempt 
ing to cross Main street in the 
middle of the block on Saturday 
afternoon js an excellent idea. 

Alas! And various kinds of 
woe! We have created a situat- 
fon where the average person 
cannot operate his daily lving 
without an automobile. To mary 
of us this presents a serious eco- 
nomic situation. 


And if horsos could laugh, this 
wauld probably flex their grin.

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Most Vital Farm Crop: People 


Listening to politicians and economists can give one a distorted 
view sometimes. Very often politicians, looking to tne ballot box 
harvest of 1946, talk as if what they call the ‘‘farm vote” were the 
most important crop in America. Economists tend on the other hanc 
to rate crops according to their count in dollars and cents. Yer 
here is reason to believe that the most valuable farm crop is farm 
people. 


But. this is a diminishing crop. Today the number of Americars 
living on farms is loss than three-fourths the number only 15 years 
ago. Just since 1950 some 3,000,000 people have left the land. 


Should a Nationa] farm program, then, aim at “keepirg ’em down 
on the farm?” Indirectly, many present legislative plans geared to do 
that. Directly they aim to protect the small farmer from competit- 
ion by the big mechanized farm factories. The price-support measures 
for instance, try to guarantee the marginal farmer prices above his 
cont of production. But often the factory farms can halve these 
costa. 
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THIS MEANS THE “big fellows’? get government payments 
which mean 100 percent profit in order to get enough to keep going. 
It also means that surpluses sre piled on surpluses. More and more 
it begins to appear that price-support plan give most of the help 
where it isn’t needed. So, although there is some agitation for sti] 
higher supports, many thoughtful farmers seek a better plan. 

How will we find a means for helping the small family without 
a costly subsidy to the giant factory farm? One proposal calls for 
limiting the size of price-support payments to any farmer. This 
would cut bonuses to factory farms while still aiding the “little fel- 
low.” Another effort is to help farmers find more income sourcer 
outside the farm. 


Already people living on farms get about one-fourth of their 
income elsewhere. Possibly the plan for withdrawing land from ute 
" a “soil bank” could be shaped to give special aid to the family 
‘arm, 


This general approach to farm problems deserves more attention. 
For it could save money now going into unnecessary subsidies to 
big surplus producers and at the same time help the family farm 
which produces the most important crop of all—farm neople.

County Supervisors 
Approve Tentative 
Plans For Courthouse

The Charlevoix county board 
plans for a proposed new county 


of supervisors approved tentative 
court house at its regilar January 


meeting and authorized a contract with the architectural firm of 
R. S. Gerganoff of Ypsilanti for working plans for the new structure 
which will replace the present 75 year old building, condemned by 
the state fire marshall’s office last fall. . 

The action by the Board follows that started at the October ses- 
sion when the board appropriated funds to engage an architect for 
the purpose of drawing up initial plans for the building. : 

The working plans to be drawn by the Ypsilanti firm will be pre- 


sented for bids which in turn will be reported to the board no late- : 


than the April session. At that time the board will approve the plans. 


The proposed building will be 
of cinder or cement block with 
brick exterior. The tentative 
plans call for 6ne section to be 
a two-story structure with a full 
basement with a one-story wing 
to the south which would house 
the courtroom, judges chambers 
as well as the offices of the 
county clerk, treasurer and re- 
gister of deeds. The two-story 
section jvould house all other 
county offices. 


The board voted to start con- 
struction as soon as possible af- 
ter the approval of permanent 
plans and acceptance of con- 
tractor’s bids.

U. S. Cheeks 
Wage-Hour 
Violators 


A total of 452 places of busi- 
ress were found to have failed 
to conform with either the min- 
imum wage or overtime privos- 
ions of the U. S. fair labor laws. 

These violations were among 
1.079 firms investigated in the 
Qhio-Michigan region, according 
to regional director William §. 
Singley. The period covered six 
mouths ending December 81. 

The regional director points 
out that a new Wage and Hour 
Law becomes effective March 1, 
1956. It requires that employers 
pay a minimum wage of $1.00 
per hour.

Conservation District, which is 
a local subdivision uf State gov- 
ernment, has the responsibility 


of administering the soil and 
water conservation program 
within the district’s bound.

The district is administered hy 
five elected board members. 
They are residents in the dis- 
trict, stressing the fact that the 
Charlevoix Soil Conservatinn 
District is a local unit of self- 
government in which people can 
solve their own soil and water 
problems. 

Present directors are Clayton 
Tlealey of East Jordan, presid- 
ent; Harold Goebei of East Jor. 
dan, vice-president; Robert

meaning and unity to the whole. 
So as men live together the spirit 
of love is frequently obscured in 
conflicts, competition, irritations 
ind just plain routine; but there 
are those rich moments when the 
best within us finds expression 
and all of life is the richer. 
Christmas is such a time. Not 
even commercialization and tin- 
sel or war and hate can entirely 
suppress the annual surge of 
‘ove and good will which reminds 
mon of life’s true meaning. 

Walking into the New Year, 
we dare to speak of peace in a
